4 inch zip fastener Crew Neck Pullover only* 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit sizes 16 ( 20 : 22: 24) inch chest loosely. Length of centre back from 
below neckband: 9-jr (II: I3y: 15) Ins. Sleeve seam: 7 (7^: 8 ^: IO-£) ins. 

TENSION: 5 | sts and 7 ^ rows to one square inch over stst on No, 8 pins or any size pins 
which will give tension stated.

BACK: With No, 10 pins cast on 55 (61: 
67: 73 ) sts and work in rib as fol:—

Rep these 2 rows until 10 rows in all have 
been worked, thus fin with a 2 nd row and inc 
one st at each end of the last row. 57 (63: 
69: 75) sts. 

Change to No, 8 pins and Vork in stst 
(first row k) until work meas 5-Jr ( 6 ^: 87 : 9^] 
ins or desired length, fin with a W,S. row. 

Shape Armholes: Cast off 2 ( 2 : 3: 3) sts 

at beg next 2 rows, Dec one st at each end 
of the next and every fol alt row until 
47 {51: 55: 59) sts rem. Work straight until 

armhole meas 4 ( 4 £: 5 : 5 ;] ins (meas in a 

straight line pa ra I let with beg armhole shap¬ 
ing) fin with a W,S. row. 

Shape Shoulders: Cast off 13 (7: 8: 9) sts 
at beg next 2 ( 4 : 4 : 2) rows. For size 24 ins 
only cast off 8 sts at beg next 2 rows. Cast 
off rem 21 (23: 23: 25) sts for back neck.

Shape Armholes and Divide Front Opening:

Cont on first set of sts leaving sts on other 
side until required. 

Cont dec at armhole edge on alt rows 
until 5 ( 6 : 7: 8 ) sts in all have been dec 
at this edge (this includes sts cast off at beg 
of shaping} but AT THE SAME TIME dec 
one st at neck edge on next and every fol 
3rd row until 13 (14; 16: 17} sts rem. Work

Cast off 2 (2: 3: 3) sts at beg next row. 
Work one row without shaping, Dec one st 
at armhole edge on next and every fol alt row 
until 5 (6: 7: 8) sts in all have been dec 
at this edge (this Includes sts cast off at 
beg of shaping) but AT THE SAME TIME dec 
one st at neck edge on next and every 
fol 4th row until 13 (14: 16: 17) sts rem. 

Work straight until armhole meas same as 
back to beg shoulder shaping fin at armhole 
edge. 

Shape Shoulder: Work as Pullover Front V

cast on 33 (37: 39; 43) sts and work in rib

Rep these 2 rows once more. 

Next row: For girl's garment only make but¬ 
tonhole thus:—SI ! kw, rib 3 sts, cast off next 3 
sts, rib to end. On the fo! row cast on 3 





sts over the 3 s+s cast off on previous row, 
Cont in rib until 9 rows in all have 
been worked, thus fin with a first row. 

Next row; Inc Into the first st, rib until 
10 (9: iO: 9} sts rem, inc into the next st 
sizes 18 and 22 ins only, leave last 9 sts on 
a safety pin for front border. 26 (29: 32; 35) 
sts. Change to No, 8 pins and cont in s+st 
to match Left front all shapings reversed. 


LEFT FRONT BUTTON-TO-NECK 


Left Front V Neck to beg armhole shaping, 
fin with a W.S. row* 

Shape Armhole: Cast off 2 (2; 3: 3) sts 
at beg next -row* Work one row without shap¬ 
ing* Keeping front edge straight, dec one st 
at armhole edge on next and every fol alt row 
until 21 (23: 25: 27) sts rem. Work straight 
until armhole is 2 (2^: 2^: 2^) ins less than 
back, meas down from highest point of 
shoulder shaping, fin at front edge* 

Shape Neck: Cast off 2 sts at beg next 
row. Keeping armhole edge straight, dec one 
st at neck edge on next 3 rows, then from 
same edge on every fol alt row until 13 (14: 
16: 17) sts rem. Work straight until armhole 
meas same as back to beg shoulder shaping, 
fin at armhole edge 

Shape Shoulder: Work as Pullover Front V 
Neck from ** to 


every alt row and working buttonholes as 
before to match pins, Cont until border meas 
same as front and neck edges to centre back 
neck, border slightly stretched. Cast off. Join 
to front and neck edges, then jom border 
ends at centre back neck. 


BUTTON-TO-NECK FRONT BORDERS 


Button Side: Left front for girl’s garment 
and right front for boy's garment. With No. 
fO pins pick up the 9 border sts from safety 
pin. Rejoin wl at inside edge and cont in 
rib, slipping first st every alt row as before 
until border meas same as front edge to beg 
neck shaping, border slightly stretched* fin with 
a W.S. row. Leave sts on a safety pin. Join 
to front edge. 

Buttonhole Side: First plan the positions of 
6 buttons on completed border. Allow for 
first one to come 5 rows from lower edge and 
top one to come in centre of neckband, the 
rem evenly spaced between, Mark with pins. 
With No. 10 pins pick up the 9 border sts 
from safety pin. Rejoin wl at inside edge and 
cont in rib, slipping first st every alt row and 
working buttonholes as before to match pins, 
Cont until border meas same as front edge 
to beg neck shaping, border slightly stretched, 
fin with a W*$. row. Leave sts on a safety 
pin. Join to front edge.

Join shoulder seams. 

Button Side: Left front for girl's garment 
and right front for boy's garment. With No. 
10 pins pick up the 9 border sts from safety 
pin. Rejoin wl at inside edge and cont in 
rib, slipping first st every alt row as before 
until border meas same as front and neck 
edges to centre back neck, border slightly 
stretched. Cast off. Join to front and neck 
edges* 

Buttonhole Side: First plan the positions of 
5 buttons on completed border. Atlow for first 
one to come 5 rows from lower edge and 
top one to come just below beg of front 
slope, the rem evenly spaced between. Mark 
with pins. With No, 10 pins pick up the 9 
border sts from safety pin. Rejoin wl at 
inside edge and cont In rib, slipping first st 


BUTTON-TO-NECK NECKBAND 


shoulder seams. With No. 10 pins and R,S. 
facing rib the 9 border sts from safety pin 
at right front, then pick up and k 47 (51: 55: 
59) sts evenly around neck to opposite border, 
rib the 9 border sts from safety pin* You 
mow have 65 [69: 73: 77) sts. Work in rib 
as set (slipping first st every row as for 
borders) for 6 ( 6 : 8 : 8 ] rows, working final 
buttonhole In centre of neckband on .correct 
side to match others. For a single neck¬ 
band cast off LOOSELY ribwise. For a double 
neckband work a further 6 ( 6 ; 8 : 8 ) rows rib, 
casting off 9 sts at beg first 2 rows. Cast off 
VERY LOOSLEY ribwise. 


TO MAKE UP: 


| Press sht parts with a warm 
iron over a damp cloth. Fold double neck¬ 
band in half and si st loosely on W.S* Close 
ends of double neckband. Sew in sleeves. 
Join side and sleeve seams, joining bands edge 
to edge but taking one st each side as a 
seam st elsewhere. Neaten around button¬ 
holes, Press all seams. Sew on buttons,
